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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Examiner acl<nowledges Applicant's response filed 28 January 2008 containing 
amendments to the claims and remarks. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, and 9-17 are pending. 

3. The previous rejections of 1-4, 6, 7, and 9-17 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) are 
withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment to the claims. Consequently, claims 1-4, 6, 
7, and 9-17 are allowed. 

4. Examiner notes minor defects in the language of claim 1 that Applicant may wish 
to further clarify/correct before issuance. Examiner has not issued an objection with 
regard to these minor defects, but only points them out for courtesy of Applicant. 
Specifically, claim 1 as presently amended reads, in relevant part, "Equipment for 
purification of gases comprising supply adapted to lieat the gases in a regenerative 
process to oxidation or self-decomposition temperature comprising: . . ." (emphasis 
added) (see claim 1, lines 1-5) and "wherein said first portion is a catalytically active 
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zone having a temperature below tlie oxidation of self-decomposition temperature" 
(emphasis added) (see claim 1 , lines 1 5-1 7). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, and 9-17 are allowed. 

6. The following is Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The "matrix" of Applicant's invention is construed to be a solid matrix (see 
Applicant's specification at page 1, lines 11-29; and page 3, lines 9-14) (see Applicant's 
comments in the response filed 28 January 2008). In this regard, Gribbon does not 
disclose wherein "the second portion [of the (solid) heat exchanging matrix] is located 
between the combustion chamber and [a] first [catalytically active] portion [of the (solid) 
heat exchanging matrix] to form an intermediate zone." Thus, Examiner finds 
Applicant's device patentably distinguishable from that disclosed by Gribbon. 

Any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
